“Last and Final” Word. 

Lloyds Weekly next Sunday will print what 
is declared to be the condemned man's “ last 
and final word,” but the mere fact that the 
publication of this will be withheld until 
Sunday is taken to indicate that the state- 
ment contains nothing so sensational as a 
confession of the crime which the condemned 
man so far has consistently denied. 

Had Crippen’s last word admitted his guilt, 
it is argued, the proprietors of the weekly 
would have hastened to publish such a 
„ deat in their daily paper, the Chronicle. 

Miss Leneve at the request of the prisoner 
paid a farewell visit to Crippen in the after- 
noon. She arrived in a closed cab and was 
accompanied. by an elderly man, who re- 
mained outside. 

Miss Leneve remained for a half hour in 
the visitors’ room with the doctor. During 
her stay the warders watched the condemned 
man closely. She will sah for New York on 
the Majestic tomorrow. 


Hangs for Murder of Wife. 

Dr. Crippen, who is an American, is to die 
for the murder of his wife, also an American, 
who was known on the vaudeville stage as 
Belle Elmore.’ Worldwide interest attached 
to the tragedy because of a remarkable chase 
across the Atiantic in which wireless teleg- 
raphy brought about the capture in Canada 
of the doctor and Miss Leneve, with whom he 
had fied. j 

Dr. Crippen and his wife Mved at 39 Hill- 
drop crescent, North London. He was born 
in Coldwater, Mich,, and was graduated 
from the University 6f Michigan. 

With the Crippens ved Mise Leneve, a 
young typist, who served as secretary to the 
doctor. 

Mra Crippen disappeared in last February. 
Her husband said she had gone to Americe. 
An advertisement later stated she had died in 
California. Suspicions were aroused and the 
doctor fied. Then the woman's body was 
found buried in the cellar of the Hillérop 
crescent house.

FRONTAGE LAW’S EFFECT. 


We have a frontage consent law in this 
state that was passed for the protection of 
the public—and the legislators were well paid 
for pagsing it. It protects the public to this 
extent that no electric wires can be strung 
overhead or laid underground, or no gas- 
pipes can be laid tn front of a person’s prop- 
erty except by the Commonwealth Edison 
company or the People’s Gas Light and Coke 
company,” said R. R. McCormick in a speech 
before the Southern club of Chicago last 
night. 

President McCormick's speech on the uses 
and abuses of the sanitary canal, delivered 
in the rooms of the club on Dearborn street, 
appealed 60 strongly to the members that 
as soon as he had concluded, they unani- 
mously elected him a member of the organi- 
zation, which is composed exclusively of men 
who have come here from the southern 
states, and most of whom are Democrats. 


No Place for Politics, 

„% The interests of the public must be main- 
talned, he said. “I appeal to you and to all 
citizens of Chicago to see to it that the 
splendid organization which has been built 
up by the sanitary trustees, an organization 
in which politics does not enter in the slight- 
est degree, is maintained at à high standard 
of efficiency. Politics does not belong in a 
work that is entirely scientific, such as the 
sanitary district, and the man with an ax 
to grind should have no voice in it. I hope 
to see the time when every club of decent 
citizens, whether it be social or political, will 
rigorously exclude from its membership all 
men who enter polities or use political influ- 
ence for the purpose of grinding their own 
axes.”’ 

Mr. McCormick recited briefly the history 
of the building of the power house of the 
sanitary district, and told of the dMculties 
that he met all along the line, 


Tammany Hall Surpassed. 

“T tell you that there is—or there was—a 
ring in Joliet that made Tammany Hall look 
like a Sunday school class, he continued. 
“They declared that the sanitary district 
power house never should be started, and 
threatened us with all sorts of things. They 
owned the courts and legal machinery of the 
city. It wae not without personal hazard on 
the part of some of us that we turned the 
water into the turbines, and we had to do it 
in the middle of the night some three years

Its troops will prevent the introduction 
of arms and ammunition from the United 
States, and its war vessels, if necessary, will 
be used to prevent the success of any ad 
bustering expedition by sea. 


laws of neutrality, and if it were departed 
from the government of Mexico would have 
just basis for complaint and for a large 
monetary claim! against its neighbor. The 
Mexjcan officials have been ifritated in the 
past by the failure of the Washington au- 
thorities to prevent this country from being 
used as a base for the spread of seditious 
Uterature among their ple. But so long 
as there was no distu ce in Mexico, and 
so long as there was no overt breach of the 
peace, the American administration could 
not see any reason for the arrest of the in- 
dividuals to whom Mexico objected. They 
were permitted to carry on their work, much 
of which was of a missionary character, in 
the United States, watched only by the Mexi- 
can spies. | 

But there Is more than the mere desire to 
observe the laws of neutrality behind the 
policy adopted by the American state, war, 
aiid navy departments. It is to the interest 
of the United States thet there shall be peace 
in the neighboring republic. A revolution 
imperils the business interests of American 
aud European citizens, disturbs the money 
conditions here and abroad, and gives an ex- 
ecuse for European intervention in American 


4 aftairs. 


American Money in Mexico. 

The extent of the financial interest pf the 
United States in Mexican properties will be 
realized when it is known that more than 
$700,000,000—aome say more than §$1,000,- 
000,000--of American capital is invested in 
Mexico. 

J. Pierpont Morgan is deeply concerned 
about the Mexican situation. He came to 
Washington last night and during his stay 
in the city hae conferred with the officials 
of the state and war departments. American 
investors not only have money in the mines 
but they are heavily interested in the rall- 
roads, and large blocks of the Mexican gov- 
einment and commercial! securities are held 
in this country. It ig evident if the revolu- 
tion continues the government bonds will 
tall ahd the ability of the central authority 
to niet its interest charges will be impaired. 
Unquestionably in the course of the military 
operations the railroads wotld be destroyed, 
and the mines might be seized or disabled. 

The revolutionists, realizing the need of 
American sympathy, intend to refrain from 
injuring the American properties, but it 
would be obviously to the advantage of their 
cause to create such havoc with the foreign. 
including American interests, as to demon- 
strate that the Diaz. government is unable 
to afford adequate protection. The develop- 
ment of such a situation naturally would 
lead. to American. military intervention and 
eud in a triumph of the réevolutionists. 


Diaz Plans Strict Course. 

The Mexican government is concerned but 
not alarmed over the situation. Its concern 
lies in the fact that foreign capital will get 
the impression that Mexico is a revolution- 
ary state like those lying below its south- 
ern border. To dispel this ‘mpression, it 
is Intended to give the worid an object ies- 
son of what the government of Diaz can do 
| in an emergency. There is excellent author- 
ity for the statement that the entire power 
of the iron dictator is to be brought into play 
without further loss of time. This means 
that, if necessary, a quarter of a million 
men will be put under arms. 

In the opinion of the Mexican authorities 
in Washington, the revolution-will Axle 
out shortly after Dec. 1. On that date Diaz 
will. be reinaugurated ag president of the 
Mexican republic. Those who have been 
opposed to Diaz have taken the occasion, 
shortly before his previous inaugurations, 
to manifest their objection to his continu- 
ance in office. 

The present demonstration, of which tke 
leader is Franciscq I. Madero, is on a iarger 
scale than any in the past, and shows that in 
spite of the peaceful government Diaz has 
given his country, the seditious movement 
against him continues to grow. Diaz is 
supported almost to a man by the upper 
and middle classes in Mexico, woich is made 
up of the men who conduct the commerce 
and agriculture of the republic. It is tne 


lower class whence the revolutionary lead- 


ers obtain their recruits. 


Reyes Real Insurgent Leader, . 

The real leader of the Mexican revolution 
ig not Madero, but Gen. Bernardo Reyes, who 
is in virtual exile in France by order of Presi- 
dent Diaz. It has been reported that Reyes 
has returned to Mexico, but this apparently 
is untrue, since he has been under Mexican 
surveillance, and the Mexican authorities in- 
sist he is still abroad.

Skakel Litigation in Jus- 
tice Shop Days.

A ult for $5,000 lawyers’ fees brought by 
John Maynard Harlan in the Municipe! court 
Was on trial before Judge Hume yesterday. 
The testimony’ carried old timers" back 
to the ancient justice shop days,“ for the 
litigation was an outgrowth of many years of 
suits and counter suite that have dragged 
their records from the Clark street court- 
room of Justice Richardson through chancery 
tribunals until the Supreme court of Illinois 
said the final word for the moment—only to 
leave the victor’s lawyer and his client to 
fall out over the spolls and emoluments, 
“ Bill" Skakel of “clock fame” started 
the matter when he refused to pay a $100 
claim of the Cycle Trade Publishing com- 
pany and its proprietor, James Artman of 
Philadelphia. That was back in the nine- 
teenth century, when Bill was operating 
his clock with much profit and had abund- 
ance of cash to pay his debts, but he was just 
obstinate and wouldn't. Wherefore the re- 
mainder of this story will narrate how his 
obstinacy cost him $20,000. 
But “Bill” Wouldn’t Pay. 

Suit for the $100 was started by Ariman, 
who secured a judgment for $132 against 
Skakel. Pay? Not Bin!“ 

Thereupon Artman took out an ezecution 
under his judgment and search was begun 
for something on which to slap the execu- 
tion. Property out on Ninetieth street, broad 
acres ripening to the subdivider, was found, 
“There was a levy on the execution, the land 
was advertised for sale and sold, but “ Bill” 
still was obstinate and woukin't pay. 

The period of redemption passed and Art- 
‘man, who had bought in the property for his 
6132 judgment, received his sheriff's deed. 

Then, too late, Skakel tried to recover his 
title. He filed a bill in chancery, alleging 
that it was unconscionable that $20,000 worth 
of good Chicago land should be lost under 
the hammer because of a $132 bill. It was 
here that John Maynard Harlan entered the 
‘case, appearing as attorney for Artman in 
the acres.

Those federal lawmakers pfesent 
and who spoke were Congressmen Madden, 
Foss, ee Gallagher, and McDermott, 
and Congressmen-elect Stack and Buchanan. 

Warnings that haste was necessary if the 
matter were to reach congress this winter 
were voiced by Congressmen Madden, Sab-

Program of Haste.

The heralded gift of $200,000 by James A. 
Patten to Northwestern university for the 
advancement of medical research was for- 
mally announced to the untversity trustees 
at their meeting at the Union League club 
last night. About a week ago Mr. Patten 
decided to make thie gift, but the official 
announcement was withheld. 

The trustees decided that in the future the 
entrance requirements of the school af medi- 
cine will be two years of college work in- 
stead of one, and these new regulations will 
take effect for the class entering in the fan 
of 1911.

Enarpentier's musical originality does not 
obtrude itself upon the hearer with the same 
insistence that marks the claims which the 
realism of his dramatic ideale make upon at- 
tention and interest. It is a most baffling 
quality, for, unlike that of Debussy, it is not 
to de discovered by technical analysis, not 
éven in its outward and superficial manifesta- 
tfons. Rather it is an impalpadble, spiritual 
Quality that touches the senses like a fra- 
gtance, but that the mind can not define and 
label and arrange in a card index system for 
the benefit of the student. 

It is not meant that this can be done with 


the music of Debussy, though many, who have 


discovered its unavoidable technical eccen- 
tricities would have us believe that the whole 
art of “ Pélléas et Mélisande” can be defined 
in terms of the six tone scale. In Charpen- 
tier’s music there is not even an unusual 
tonality to aid in the definition. of its origi- 
nality. But those who were fortunate enough 
to hear Louise” again last night, and were 
able to estimate the remarkable refinement of 
orchestral nuance that Mr. Campanini devel- 
oped, might have discovered to their own sat- 
isfaction at least that the music owed its fas- 
cinating quality of newness in a large meas- 
ure to this orchestral delicacy and subtlety of 
accent and inflection. 

In any event all music lovers should. be 
agreed that at no time has the new mus that 
has come to us from operati¢ sources ight 
with it so much of interest to musician and 
layman alike, 

If last night’s performance served to broaden 
and. confirm the favorable impresstons af the 
opera as a whole, it likewise increased our 
respect and admiration for the art of Miss 
Garden,. Mr. Dalmores, and especially’ Mr. Du- 
franne. His greatest opportunity comes in the 
last act and brings with it the most beautiful: 
music and the most moving dramatic incident 
of the evening. Surely nowhere in the realm 
of opera have simplicity, beauty, and pathos 
been united in such eloquent’ measure. The 
whole scene in which the father pleads with 
his daughter to forsake her lever aud remain 
in the home that has sheltered her ‘vith guch 
loving kindness, with such pride, and such 
willing sacrifice, was a masterpiece, of vocal 
and dramatic art. .

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Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
the Chicago schools and president of the 
National Educational association, refuses 
to recognize President Nicholas Murray But- 
ler of Columbia university as chairman of 
the board of directors of the association. 
Mrs. Young’s attitude toward the university 
president's letter, announcing that he had 
decided to accept the chairmanship, was 
made known yesterday when, in calling a 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
association, she failed to notify him. 

Instead Mrs. Young sent an invitation to 
H. B. Brown, president of the Valparaiso 
university, who was selected as temporary 
chairman of the board at the last meeting. 
Last year the Columbia man was chairman 
and by virtue of his office was g member of 
the executive committee. At the last meet- 
ing, it is said, Mr. Butler refused to continue 
as chairman and a temporary chairman was 
named. Since then, however, Mr. Butler had 
announced he would accept the chairman’s 
position. 

Mr. Butler is laboring under a misappre- 
hension,’’ Mra. Young sald yesterday in ex- 
planation of her attitude. He has not been 
elected to the chairmanship of the board and 
consequently he is not a member of the 
executive committee. In July, our last meet- 
ing, there was no chairman elected. 

Mr. Brown was chosen to fill the vacancy 
temporarily; hence he was. notified of our 
committee meeting. which is to be held in 
Chicago next Saturday morning. The min- 
utes of our meeting show no one was elected 
chairman despite theWetters of acceptance 


which Mr. Butler has sent to the members

It 
is therefore manifest that she was not pres- 
ent at the coronation of her son, Charles II., 
being in France at the time. 

George III.'e mother survived the corona- 
tion of her son by nearly twelve years, and, 
extremely ambitious and fond of power, con- 
tribu.ed in no small degree to impair the 
success of the first decade of his reign, being 
indeed largely responeible for the loss of the 
American colonies now comprised in the 
United States. But she was not a queen, 
being merely the widow of Frederick, Prince 
of Wales, and therefore her presence at the 
coronation of her son cannot be regarded in 
any way as constituting a precedent for

4 DECIDE ON HOSPITAL POLICY. | 


Springfield, III., Nov. 22.—{Special.]—The 
needs of Illinois hospitals for the care of the 
insane and epileptics were outlined and a 
definite policy regarding their care was de- 
cided on today at a joint meeting of the 
boards and officers ha to do with these 
institutions. The progr agreed upon in- 
cludes the following: 

Erection of nurses and attendants’ homes; 
erection of homes for superintgndents; erec- 
tion of quarters for medical staffs; segrega- 
tion of epileptic insane at one or two points; 
erection of a recetving peychopathic hospital 
in: Cook county; effort to change the law of 
commitment of the Insane by providing for 
a temporary. thirty days’ commitment for 
observation of patients; erection of new hos- 
pital for insane with a maximum capacity of 
1.800: creation of q colony of improvable 
epileptics; extension of psychological studies 
in codperation with state university and 
normal schools to the Geneva School for 
Girls, St. Charles School for Boys, Soldiers’ 
Orphans’ home, Illinois School for Blind, and: 
Illinoie School for Deaf; creation of a sepa- 
rate school for improvable feeble minded. 

Gov. Deneen complimented the officials on 
what they had done and declared that when 
their reports were laid before che legislature 
he had no doubt that the body would — 
liberal appropriations to carry out the ns 
the officers have in mind. 

The discussion developed some of the diffi- 
culties attending the care of institutions 
which appear to be suffering from some de- 
privation experienced by private families, for 
example, want of trained, competent help in 
domestic arrangements. W. B. Moulton, 
speaking of this phase of institutional man- 
agement, declared that want of good cooks 
was causing more concern than any other one 


thing.

New Tork, Nov. 22.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Mr. Brandeis’ deductions and conclu- 
sions coincide so closely in almost every par- 
ticular with those expressed by Mr. Harring- 
ton Emerson in his book on Efficiency "’ as 
to lead one to believe Mr. Bfandeis’ remarks 
on the subject of waste in railroac operation 
is in a great measure, if not entirely, premised 
on that work. 

That there are various forms of waste to- 
day in the operation of every human -enter- 
price is a fact universally accepted by stu- 
dents 6? economics; and, using Mr. Emer- 
sons basis of reasoning, this will continue 
until the millennium. : 

Nature's . aperations are bountiful in 
waste, and we oan hardly excel where na- 
ture has-failed.. Therefore, to measure the 
work of man on a basis of 100 per centum 
efficiency in all undertakings, and then cal- 
culate in dollars ané cents the difference be- 
tween 100 per centum efficiency and the 
actual attainment in determining waste, isa 
fallacy—it is a Utopian ccndition which can- 
not, utifortunately, be reached in practice, 
either in egricultural, mining, industrial, or 
transportation pursuits, and more especially 
the latter,’ since the demands of the shipping 
public, backed up by orders of various com- 
missions, actually prohibit it.

MORE TIME GIYEN 10 ROADS 


Commission Extends Limit for Re- 
porting Operating Details. 


MUCH WORK IS REQUIRED. 


Managers Say Many: Statistics Must 
Be Specially Tabulated. 


Acting on requests of many of the rallroada, 
the interstate commerce conimission has ex- 
tended the time in which the companies are 
required to reply to a bdng list of questions 
regarding mmute details of their operations 
and financial condition submitted to the car- 
riers concerned in the freight rate investiga- 
tion. The rallroa?é managers claimed that 
much of the Information requested, which is 
to be used for the general purposes of the 
commission as well as for the present in- 
vestigation, are not contained in their annual 
reports and will require a vast amount of 
clerical work to prepare. 

On questions 1 to 4 of the list submitted 
by the commission, whose subdivisions in- 
cluded -over 150 queries,:the replies are to be 
submitted by Dec. 5 as originally asked. 
These include mainly tonnage statistics and 
other information usually reported by the 
roads which the commission desires in tabu- 
lated form for comparisen of the last- four 
years. On questions 5 to 7, which concern 
details of the railroads’ capitalization from 
the first years of the roads’ organization the 
time is extended to Jan. 5.

The 
property just purchased will be subdivided 
and after the improvements are put in will 
be placed upon the market. 

Another deal was the purchase by Adol- 
phus Coyle from.

near future. 
It is thought that the Illinois Central rail-

Inexorable laws of trade and commerce, 


which are detérmined by the movements of | 


population, the development of agriculture, 
and the industrial growth of the territory, 
have made Chicage what she is today and 
what she always will remain-—the central 
market of the United States, 

The center of the area of the United States 
is in northern Kansas, the center of the 
population is in Indiana. Chicago, with its 
favorable location on the great lakes and its 
advantages as 4 rafiroad center, is better 
suited than any other city near the centers 
of population and territory to be the great 
distributing point for the vast territory 
bounded by the Alleghenies on the east and 
the Rocky mountaigs on the west. 

In the early history of the country, when 
the population was confined to a narrow 
fringe along the eastern sea coast, Philadel- 
phia was the principal market from Savan- 
nah to Boston. Then New York became 
the larger market, due to the fact that the 
developing of manufacturing in the New 
England states drew trade toward the north. 
New York became the great financial center. 

But with the development and prosperity of 
the west it became neceseary to have a more 
central market. The idea of going: 1,000 milee 
to & market was out of the question, and a 
market nearer home, where commodities 
could be exchanged for the products of the 
soll, was demanded. 


Choice Due to Climate. 


One reason for the choice of Chicago as 
central market e the equable temperature. 
The average mean temperature of Chicago 
never goes above 50 nor below 45 degrees. 
Lake Michigan has much to do with the cli- 
matic „the breeses being moder- 
ated In summer by. passing over the cool 
waters of the lake and softened in the winter 
by the warmth accumulated by the water 
during the summer months.

The most important of the factors which 
fix the locus of a general market are proxim- 
ity to raw material, favorable climate, popu- 
lation, financial resources, availability of 
power, an abundance of labor, and accéssi- 
bility. The consumers and producers are 
furnished by the population. 

Commodities toe be bought and sold are the 
result of the producte of labor, the medium 
of exchange is provided by financial re- 
sources, and accessibility enables both the 
buyer and seller to reach the market and the 
producer to place the results of his industry 
where they can be inspected and offered for 
sale. The proportion of the domination of 
these essentials determines whether or not 
the market shall be great or small.

CIRCLED BY BOULEVARDS. 


Splendidly Paved, Lined with 
Trees, They Are Autoists’ 
Favorite Highways. 


There are few cities which excei Chicago 


in ita system of parks, boulevards, and public 


playgrounds. No city in the world has 
equaled Chicago in the development of its 
small parks and playgrounds both for adults 
and children. 

The great boulevards of the city encircle 
the metropolis and eopnect the parks and 
equares. Splendidly paved and lined with 
trees and ornamental lamp posts, these great | 
roads throughout the year are the favorite 
highwaye of automobilists and throughout 
the summer months are gay with equipages 
of all descriptions. 

In 1900 there were six main parks and about 
fifteen small public parks and square, but 
there was not in the entire city one single 
bathing beach or public playground. Today 
the city boasta sixty-three public neighboar- 
centers of recreation, divided as follows: 
Thirty small parks and squares, fourteen 
playgrounds, seventeen small parks and. 


Under Four Separate Heads. 

The public park work is under four separate 
and distinct heads—namely: the south park 
commission, with full authority over the 
south side park system; the Lincoln park 
commission, with the entire north park sys- 
tem under ite control; the west park com- 
mission, which handles all matters pertain- 
ing to the west side system, and the special 
park commission, created by the city council 
a few years ago to investigate the need for 
small parks and an outer beit park system. 
This latter commission gradually has be- 
come an administrative as well as a promot- 
ing body. 

The special park commission has been active 
in small park work, particularly in establish- 
ing playgrounds and bathing beaches. It has 
established twelve city owned playgrounds, 
two of which accommodated during 1907. 
1,602,780 boys and girls, most of whom, prior 
to the establishment of these grounds, had 4 
accessible playground except the streets and 
alleys or some vacant lot. 

Some years ago the commission was placed 
in charge of about forty small vacant spaces 
scattered about the city, some of them merely 
@ plot covering no more than three or four 
city lots. Since the beginning of 1007 it has 
converted about twenty of these spaces into 
playgrounds for children, equipped with 
swings, ‘‘ teeters,” horizontal] bars, and other 
amusement appliances dear to Young Amer- 
ica’s heart. 

A few of the spaces placed in charge of this 
commission were already indifferently kept 
parks, These have been improved and beau- 
tified until they now are atractive features 
of their respective neighborhoods, Aside 
from this work the speclal commission has 
established a number of bathing beaches. 


Assemble Recreation Features. 

Coneisely stated, the main work of the park 
commissions along the line of small parks 
and playgrounds is in the assembling in ono 
location of all the various features for recre- 
ation, play, and physical culture that herete- 
fore were found scattered about In different 
localities—playground in one place, bathing 
pool in another, swimming pool here, and 

pool there. 

Each one of these features supplements the 
other, and no one is complete without all 
other features at hand. The equipment of 
these small parks consists of a complete 
outdoor playground apparatus, swimming 
pool with suitable lockers in connection, 
buildings which inclose indoor gymnasiums 
for both men and women, locker roomé,

Mandel hall is a 
complete theater, with all accessories, in- 
cluding a fine pipe organ. It seats 1,200, and 
is used for convocations, religious exercises, 
and a variety of other purposes. Hutchin- 
son hall in its interior is a reproduction ofthe 
beautiful Christ church hall at Oxford, This 
building is used as the men’s dining hall. 
The whole building is one aplendid room 150z

The progress of IHinols in the piano and 
organ industry has been so rapid within the 
‘ast fifteen years that in 1905 it ranked twen- 
-y-third among the industries of the state, 
and no less than fifty-six companies and 
firms were engaged in it, the most of whom 
were in Chicago. 
accepted authorities thet the annual produc- 
tion Of pianos and organs in the United 
States amounts to 225,000 instruments; of this 
number, 100,000 are made in Chicago end in 
its environments. This means, of course, a 
larger factory output than any other locality 
in the country. 

One of the generally accepted reasons for 
the great growth of this business in Chicago 
has been the tendency of Chicago manufac- 
turers to give the consumer wha. might be 
described as an equal value fora small price. 
It is now generally believed that the con- 
sumer can buy the same quality of piano in 

for leas money than in any other 
great market. 


This probably explains why the manufac- 
ture of instruments continues to increase 
with every season, and why new manufac- 
tories for pianos and organs are being erected 
in Chicago today, while the other factories 
are enlarging and rapidly their 
business. A great exponent of music once 
sald that Chicago manufacturers of musical 
instruments were Going more to foster the 
love of music and to diffuse musica) sunshine 
than any other equa) number of men. Their 
work ih the development of musical taste 
and the spread of music was prectical in the 
highest Gegree. They put instruments by 
the thousands in the hands of people who 
would not otherwise have them, 

Twenty years ago New England made all 
the reed organs and church organs that were 
made in this country. But has long 
since eclipsed the east in the manufacture or 
reed organs, and is now pressing it closely in 
the production of church organs as well. Its 
reed’ organs in particular are now sold

The Newberry library 10 mainly devoted to 
history, biography, and genealogy. It con- 
tains copies of anciént manuscripts in Ara- 
bic, Turkish, Chinese, Dutch, English, Greek, 
French, German, Italian, Hebrew, Spanish, 
and meny.in Latin from the twelfth century 


Sanskrit and Persian. There is also a collec- 
tion of fine binding and rare books, including 
ituminated manuscripts and other rarities of 
great interest to the book lover. 

The Field Museum of Natural History, 
which was established in 1894, soon after 
the close of the World's Columblan exposi- 
tion, occupied what was one of the largest 
apd most beautiful buildings in the whole 
exposition group, the Fine Arts, covering 
nine acres. 

The founding of this institution was made 
possible by the generosity of Marshal! Field, 
whose name the institution perpetuates, who 
gave first $1,000,000 and later $430,000 for this 
purpose. Hig action stimulated others who 
gave & total of about $500,000, and from other 
sources than endowment the museum hes an 
income of $25,000. Marshall Field, at bis 
death, in January, 1906, left the institution a 
further $8,000,000, one-half for endowment 
and the other for a magnificent permanent 
building worthy of the unfivaled scientific 
collections whioh it eventually will contain. 


City Tax Levy Agreed On. 

When the new building shall have been 
erected a-city tax levy, which will produce 
an additional income of $100,000, has been 
agreed upon. 

The nucleus of the material now on view 
was gathered by gift and purchase from ex- 
hibiters at the World's Columbian exposi- 
tion. Much of this material has since been 
rearranged or discarded owing to changes 
in the organization whereby certain depart- 
ments were abandoned. 

According to present plans the museum ig 
how divided into four distinct departments— 
namely: anthropology, botany, geology, and 
zotlogy.

section, printing shop, and many other rooms

Academy of Sciences, 

The Academy of Sciences and Museum of 
Natural History in Lincoln park contains 
well arranged and well cared for specimens 
as follows: Mofusca, 50,000; paleontological 
department; 22,000; mineralogical, 11,000;

The laundry owners have an association 


In any laundry eatablished after the date 
of the passage of this ordinance the part or 
room in the laundry used as a washroom 
shal) be constructed of stone, asphalt, ce- 
ment, or other impervious material, and so 
arranged that all water placed upon the 
floor of said room will immediately run into 
drains or gutters, to be connected with the 
sewers of the city of Chicago. Every such 
laundry shall be provided with adequate 
plumbing and drainage facilities, including 
suitable wash sinks and water closets. 


Aid -to Health in Rules. 

No person shall sleep in any room of such 
laundry used for the purpose of washing, 
drying, starching, or ironing wearing ap- 
parel, shirts, collars and cuffs,-table or bed 
linen, Or towels, nor shel] any room, section, 
or apartment of a laundry be used by any 
person for general living or sleeping pur- 
poses. 

No person who has consumption, scrof- 
ula, or any communicable skin disease shall 
work in any laundry, and no owner or per- 


son in charge of such laundry shall require. 


permit, or suffer such person to be employed 
in any laundry. 

No laundry situated in any building used 
for residential purposes or partly residential 
purposes shall be operated or be permitted to 
be operated after the hour of 8 p. m. or 
before the hour of 7 a. m, and any laundry 
sO operated is hereby declared to be a nuis- 
ance, and it shall be the duty of the com- 
missioner of health to cause the same to be 


abated. 
Other Provisions of Law. 

No laundry shall be established after the 
passage of this ordinance in any room, base- 
ment, or cellar in which the clear height be- 
tween the finished floor and the finished ceil- 
ing is less than eight feet and six inches, or 
in any basement or cellar which is not well 
drained, or in any location which is not in 
such communication with the outer air as to 
allow of adequate ventilation, and no such 
laundry shall Hereafter be established In any 
room or place the floor of which is at greater 
depth than five feet below the street, side- 
walk, or alley level adjacent to the build- 
ing.“ 
While this propdésed ordinance was pre- 
pared primarily for thé betterment of laun- 
dry conditions and with no idea ot driving 
any one out of the business, it may be said 
in pessing that John Chinaman does not 
like it. However, the regulations are wise. 
If one stops to think about it, John's idea of 
living in his laundry, and possibly going to 
sleep on a pile of linen, is not exactly pleas- 
ing to his customers. 


CITY’S STREET AND “L” LINES 
COVER A WIDE TERRITORY. 


182 Miles of Elevated Track and 933 
Miles of Surface Roads Connected 
with Many Interurban Railways, 


Chicagé’s urban and interurban railway 
systems are remarkable for the amount of 
tetritory they cover. Of elevated track there 
are 182 miles owned by four companies, with 
a total capitalization of $05,067,700. The 
surface lines comprise 933 miles of track, not 
counting the many suburban lines, the total 
capitalization of the surface companies being 
$113,263, 800. 

The surface systems cover a_ territory 
inenty-six miles long by nine wide, and by 
its lines one may reach any desired point in 
the city for a single 5 cent fare, except over 
the lines of the Chicago General railway and 
to South Chicago, Kensington, Pullman, and 
suburbs in that territory. From the loop 
section radiate about twenty main trunk 
lines, each carrying the cars of one or more 
subtrunk lines, and the surface cars arriving 
at and departing from the loop daily number 
far into the thousands. 

T are given, if requested, when 
fare is paid, and transfers may be had on 
transfers for indefinite travel in the same 
general direction within the city Umits. 
Under the new through routing arrangement 
one may ride from Seventy-ninth street on 
the south to the extreme city limite on the 
north, a distance of eighteen and one-half 
miles, for a single 5 cent fare, and by transfer
